Ir 1s poor policy for the hardware dealer to fill his 
show windows with samples of goods from every de- 
partment of the store. Some windows are just a jum- 
ble because they are overcrowded. Variety of stock is 
essential, and the prospective customer is to be induced 
to think that the dealer has a good stock of something 
in which he is interested, but unless he contemplates 
purchasing the business, he does not want to know how 
many departments or sections there are. Let the dis- 
play be a good one from the: point of view of com- 
pleteness as far as it attempts to go. Let the cutlery 
be displayed as it deserves, and not merely represented 
by a knife or two. The electro-plated goods can be 
displayed without any attempt to show hammers, 
hatchets or dog chains. No one would put such a mix- 
ture together, of course, but mistakes almost as bad 
may be made if simplicity or effect is forgotten. 








IN A REPLY to an inquiry by the collector of customs 
at Ogdensburg, N. Y., Charles D. Norton, assistant 
secretary of the Treasury, has rendered a decision in- 
terpreting the valuation clause in the Payne Tariff 
Bill. Under the Dingley law the foreign export price 
of merchandise was accepted as the basis on which to 
collect customs dues at United States ports. Under 
the new law, unless this merchandise is an article of 
general commerce in the foreign market in which it 
is manufactured, so that its wholesale price can be 
estimated readily, the American wholesale quotation, 
generally estimated to be 25 per cent higher than 
the foreign export price, is to be made the basis of 
customs taxation. The Payne bill provides that the 
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cost of material and manufacture and all general ex- 
penses, which are estimated at not less than 10 per 
cent, shall be the basis on which the customs tax is 
collected. Mr. Norton says that paragraph means that 
the cost of material, plus the cost of labor, plus 10 per 
cent of both items, to cover general expenses, plus the 
profit, which shall be estimated at not less than 8 per 
cent or more than 50 per cent, shall constitute the 
basis.

Dr. H. W. Wixey, the government chemist, and his 
corps of assistants, will devote some of their time 
shortly to instructing a class of state officials in the 
useful art of making denatured alcohol. Owing to the 
intricacies of the process of manufacturing alcohol the 
farmers of the country have not developed the in- 
dustry as was expcted when the free alcohol bill was 
passed by Congress. So far the attempt to develop 
it has not met with success in the United States, al- 


. though.in Germany it forms one of the chief sources 


of revenue to the farmer. The advance in the price 
of wheat, corn and rye makes the manufacture of 
alcohol for commercial purposes unprofitable, it is 
said. But the officials of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment insist that the farmer would find it profitable 
if he used potatoes and a number of vegetables. In 
order to assist the farmers Dr. Wiley has arranged 
a systematic course of demonstrations and lectures. 
The Government distillery located at the Agricultural 
Department has been put in operation and will be 
ready for the students when they appear for the first 
lesson. The students in attendance will be expected 
to take charge of the still and be as industrious as 
moonshiners. An officer of the Revenue Bureau will 
be present to give advice on the requirements of the 
Treasury Department in the distilling of denatured 
alcohol. 








THE ADDRESSES delivered by Robert Garland, Presi- 
dent of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ As- 
Optimism sociation, and Robert M. Dudley, Presi- 
at the dent of the National Hardware Associa- 
Atlantic{City tion, at the annual conventions of the 
Convention. two bodies held at Atlantic City this 
week, were brim full of optimism for the future. It 
is questionable whether at any past convention of the 
two associations was there evinced a more pronounced 
strain of optimism in the addresses of the heads of 
these organizations than was the case this week. 

The contrast drawn by President Garland between 
business conditions now obtaining and those which 
prevailed two years ago, strongly emphasized the re- 
markable power of the industrial enterprises of this 
country to emerge from a condition of commercial 
chaos into one of almost complete prosperity within 
the shortest possible time. European nations gaze 
with astonishment upon this great republic of ours 
having taken but two years to recover from a panic 
which in their case, and from their own admission, 
would have required at least a decade. 

Another gratifying feature of President Garland’s 
address was the statement made by him that the rela- 
tions existing between the American Hardware Man- 
ufacturers’ Association and the National Hardware 
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Association were of the most cordial character and 
that this esprit de corps would, without any shadow 
of a doubt, be maintained. Too much importance can- 
not be attached to this matter, for probably there has 
never been a time when co-operation between the 
three great divisions of trade, the manufacturer, job- 
ber and retailer, was more necessary for the welfare 
of each than at the present time. There are more 
perplexing problems confronting the hardware trade 
today than ever before, and it is only by concerted 
action on the part of each that they cam be rendered 
easy of solution. 

President Dudley of the Jobbers’ Association was 
quite as optimistic as President Garland. He saw no 
cloud on the horizon of business, but rather renewed 
activity in all branches of the hardware trade. He 
pointed out that during the period of depression when 
demoralization of the hardware market was threat- 
ened, the National Hardware Association had been a 
factor of great importance in maintaining prices and 


had performed heroic work in preventing the bottom 


from falling out of the market. The speaker admitted 
the fearlessness of the Jobbers in making requests to 
the Manufacturers, but he stated that these overtures 
were inspired by a desire to improve trade conditions. 
When the manufacturer, said he, recognizes the proper 
avenues of distribution, goods can be placed into the 
hands of the consumer at lower prices. 








“You've got to go after the business to get it.” 
How often do we hear this advice given! It’s 
mighty good advice too, and the 
aay bere Bird yonder is that it is not acted upon more 
the Worm. than it really is. In this day of com- 
petition in business orders are rarely 
secured by waiting for them to come in; on 
the contrary, it is only by persistent solicitation 
and appeal that business can be obtained. Time was 
when acquaintanceship and the persona grata senti- 
ment were factors of importance in commercial 
transactions but the evolutionary process in business 
methods has relegated these personal considerations 
to a seat away in the rear. Today it is perseverance 
and persistency that count. To use the vernacular of 
the street, “You’ve got to be there with the goods.” 
Every week THE AMERICAN ARTISAN receives num- 
bers of communications from firms and business men 
in all sections-of the country, in many of which in- 
formation is requested as to where certain commodities 
or articles of merchandise may be procured. Many of 
these inquiries, with the answers, are published in 
this paper under the heading “Notes and Queries.” 
In addition, the person or firm making the request is 
written to by this paper and informed as to where 
his want may be supplied, and the manufacturer or 
dealer in the commodity sought for is also written to, 
and both buyer and seller are thus brought together. 
When this has been done, TH&t AMERICAN ARTISAN 
feels satisfied that it has performed its duty and that 
it is then up to the firm manufacturing or dealing 
in the goods in question to make the sale. 
Naturally, as a matter of courtesy, this paper is 
usually the recipient of a letter of thanks from the 
manufacturer acknowledging the fact that his name 
has been given to the prospective buyer. But the ad- 
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missions made in some of these letters are really su -- 
prising. More than that they clearly manifest a spi:it 
of nonchalance on the part of the manufacturer 
“going after the business.” Here is the evidenc.: 
“When the inquiry comes in we will give it our prompt 
attention”; “We hope to hear from them but so far 
they have not written us”; “We shall be pleased to 
quote Mr. Smith on any inquiry he may send in’: 
“As yet we have not heard from them”; “We have 
received no communications from them but presume 
likely that they have not had time to write us”; “It 
we secure his order it will receive our best attention.” 

It must be remembered, however, that all these let. 
ters of acknowledgement are not written in this strain, 
for some of them prove that there is a desire on the 
part of some manufacturers to get the business, that 
they have sent the inquirer a catalogue, written him 
a letter soliciting his order, and have not waited to 
“hear from him,” before mustering up enough cour- 
age to quote him a price, or advise him that his need 
can be supplied. 

In order to show that some manufacturers do make 
an effort to obtain an order when they are informed 
of it and that others apparently wait for it to come, 
we cite a case in point. Recently C. C. Bruscke & 
Son, Good Thunder, Minn., asked us where they could 
purchase aluminnm ware. We, accordingly, referred 
them to manufacturers of this product, among whom 
were The Aluminum Cooking Utensil Co. of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and the Aluminum Goods Mfg. Co., Two 
Rivers, Wis. This was the acknowledgment we re- 
ceived from the former company : 

“Your letter of September 30th reporting that you 
have given our address to C. C. Bruscke & Son is at 
hand. We thank you very much for your courtesy 
and we will write the above firm concerning our 
goods.” . 

And the following we received from the latter con- 

cern: 
“We have your letter of September 30, and thank 
you for mentioning our name to C. C. Bruscke & Son. 
Just as soon as we hear from them, we will be glad 
to give them our best prices, and hope this transaction 
will result in some good orders for us.” 

Wouldn’t life be one long, sweet song if the good 
things therein came to us without an effort! But they 
don’t and they won’t. This is not an age where we 
can afford to sleep at the switch if we are to succeed. 








WHEN the government transmits letters it has about 
discharged its duty to the people. Certainly it ought 
not to go further than it does now in 
The Parcels transmitting merchandise. The national 
Post. government has all it can do at present 
in attending to its own legitimate busi- 
ness. The establishment: of Parcels Posts would 
seriously interfere with certain classes of business. 
The retail merchant is rightfully opposed to it because 
it would injuriously affect the retailer and advance the 
interests of the mail-order houses. In short, it would 
play into the hands of these grasping octopi and make 
the retailers merely agents to the big combines, if they 
were not thrown out of business altogether. 
If the government should undertake to carry parc’'s 
of any size and weight, it would only be a short st«p 
. 
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the transportation of passengers. The government, 
,e take it, has no right to adopt a measure that is 
destructive to any legitimate business and put more 
power into the hands of the great mail-order combina- 
tions. There is no reason why it should run all the 
retailers out of a city or town.

The principal feature of the executive session of 
Thursday morning which was opened at 10 o'clock 
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was an address on “Price Maintenance” by R. E. 
Shanahan of the Bissell Carpet Sweeper Co., Grand 
Rapids, Mich. Mr. Shanahan’s address follows. 


“PRICE MAINTENANCE.” 


Mr. Chairman, and Members of the American Hardware 

Manufacturers’ Association: 

I esteem it a great honor as well as a privilege to be 
requested for the second time to address so notable a body 
of business men as your organization comprises, on the sub- 
ject of “Price Maintenance ;” and I cannot help but feel that 
this augurs well for the growing sentiments in favor of this 
system of business policy. 

My talk to you today will necessarily be brief, and as 
we say that advertising is not literature, so the treatment of 
a business topic may wisely be couched in plain phrase and 
not raised to the dignity of oratory. Candidly speaking, if 
I should attempt a serious oration, I am afraid I would be 
in the position of the man who was called upon to make an 
after dinner speech and who said something like this: “My 
friends, it is alleged that according to the Darwinian theory, 
it took the monkey four thousand years to evolve into man. 
Now, if I should attempt a speech, I would show you how 
man can make a monkey of himself in five minutes.” 


PRICE M'AINTENANCE, A BROAD SUBJECT. 


From my point of view, the policy of Price Maintenance 
or restricted prices, is so broad in scope, so far reaching in 
beneficent results, as to be worthy of the thoughtful consid- 
eration and earnest support of every manufacturer, jobber, 
and retailer in this country. From an ethical standpoint, 
price maintenance typifies one of the best moral elements in 
the conduct of business; it is fundamentally sound in prin- 
ciple and pre-eminently just and beneficent in practice, fos- 
tering and stimulating as it does the best ideals in commer- 
cial life; promoting character in business, and securing to its

devotees, the confidence of the public which is in itself a val- 
uable commercial asset. 
MAINTENANCE OF PRICE INSURES QUALITY. 


There are certain inevitable laws in trade that affect in 
common the manufacturer, the jobber and retailer, and price 
maintenance recognizes the basic principle of commercial 
justice and equity, namely; that the manufacturer, jobber and 
retailer, in the process of distribution, are entitled to a fair 
living profit in the sale of any commodity. Experience has 
taught and I believe you will all bear me out in this state- 
ment, that the maintenance of prices will more nearly insure 
the maintenance of the quality of an article, than any other 
factor contributing to its sale. Not only will the maintenance 
of prices insure the high quality of an article, but also its 
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very permanence on the market as well. A hardware m 
chant of my own city told me some time ago that price c: :- 
ting to his knowledge, had driven from the market many .» 
article of hardware of the highest merit; and the reason | >; 
this is perfectly obvious. 


PRICE CUTTING DEMORALIZING. _ 

In the beginning I said there were certain inevitable la .s 

of trade that affect in common the manufacturer, jobber ad 
retailer, and that work out with mathematical certainty; and 
one of these is that the article that is placed on the market 
without the stipulation that it must be sold at uniform pric: s, 
both wholesale and’ retail, will in a short time, be retailed at 
such low prices as to destroy all profit in its sale, thus killing 
the demand for it with both jobber and retailer, leaving open 
to the manufacturer as a last hopeless course the lowering

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of his prices, which means the deterioration of the quality 
of the product; and so it seems to me that it can-be logically 
maintained that price cutting is demoralizing from ‘beginning 
to end, working detriment, disappointment and loss to all 
concerned, manufacturers, jobbers,retailérs .and consumers 


BISSELL’ CO. ORIGINATORS OF MAINTENANCE SYSTEM. 


In order to expound the practical application of a sound, 
rigidly enforced system of price maintenance, I hope I may 
be pardoned for using in the main the Bissell. Carpet Sweeper 
Company as an exponent of this principle, for as I have 
never been connected with any other business, for accuracy 
of detail I must necessarily confine myself to what I know 
about the policy of price maintenance as exemplified in our 
business. 

When the Bissell Sweeper was introduced on the market 
thirty-three years ago, the policy of price maintenance, of 
fixed wholesale and retail prices, same to be rigidly en- 
forced, was practically unknown, especially in connection 
with the sweeper business. No manufacturer of carpet 
sweepers except ourselves (until within the last few years 
when they have been forced to’ follow our lead) ever co! 
ceived the idea of establishing fixed retail prices on his 
goods, and what has been the result? Except that an 
telligent presentation of this subject demands a reference | 
our competitors and their business policy, I would not mak« 
such reference at this time; therefore, I trust I may be 
pardoned for making comparison to more clearly convey t 
you the things that lie at the bottom of this question, an 
that will serve to make clear the effect of price maintena' 
upon a business. 

Carpet sweepers were manufactured and marketed |g 
before the introduction of the Bissell, but the policy of «'' 
competitors from the beginning to the present time has bee" 
to seek recognition through the offering of lower prices. 
tally disregarding the retail prices with the result that thr 
product has been sold at any price suiting the whim of 
dealer, killing the profit for every other merchant hand!i12 
the goods, and finally, doing the inevitable: killing the 
mand for the goods thus loosely marketed. 
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I want to emphasize here that it must not be assumed 
that our competitors have been men of mediocre ability, with 
nited capital, thus accounting for any little success we have 
had. On the contrary, we have had competitors made up of 
the ablest business men in our own and other cities, backed 
by vastly more capital than ourselves; but their failure to 
obtain prominence in the business was due primarily to two 
things: First, they have never made the carpet sweeper an 
exclusive line of manufacture, and secondly, their selling 
policy has from our point of view been greatly imperfect. 


MAINTAINING PRICES AND ADVERTISING INVULNERABLE, 


Considering that we have had competition all the time 
we have been in business, that our competitors in many in-

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stances have been men of unquestioned ability, and pro- 
nounced successes in other lines, and that they have had in 
many instances more capital than ourselves to prosecute their 
business ; that they always claimed to have a superior product 
to ours; always offered it at a lower price than ours; what 
should be the reasonable conclusion as to the causes that have 
made the Bissell sweeper the recognized leader throughout 
the world? Simply this: With the beginning of our or- 
ganization, we established our businéss on a sound system of 
price maintenance, and saw to it that our prices were strictly 
enforced. The best proof I can give you as to the vital force 
and far-reaching effect of price maintenance in our business, 
supplemented by strong, consistent advertising, is to say that 
we are today manufacturing and marketing fully seventy- 
five to eighty per cent of the entire world’s consumption of 
carpet sweepers. The foregoing statement is not made boast- 
tully or egotistically, nor is it intended to show the brilliancy 
0! our: Organization. What is intended is to demonstrate to 
you through facts and figures, what I conceive to be the 
power of a well defined price maintenance policy supported 
strong advertising. 
BISSELL METHODS OUTLINED. 
\nd now. I take it that a brief outline of our methods 
rice maintenance will be of interest to you. As we sell 
he jobber as well as the retailer, you will appreciate that 
ie task of maintaining our prices is more complex and 
ult of accomplishment than if we passed our goods 
igh but one channel of distribution. It should be grati- 


! to any manufacturer contemplating the adoption of a 
maintenance policy, when I tell you that we have no 
gr difficulty in obtaining the co-operation of both jobbers 
an retailers in the strict maintenance of our prices. It is 
tru that im the beginning when the policy of restricting 
p had been little advocated, and when it was not gen- 
er understood, many dealers felt that it was a direct 


In\ sion of personal liberty and a positive usurpation of the 
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dealer’s prerogative to attempt to tell him the price at which 
he must sell a piece of merchandise which he had bought and 
paid for. 

AN AMUSING CASE. 

_We have had many interesting as well as amusing ex- 
periences in the promulgation of price maintenance. A few 
years ago one of our customers in a remote western city in- 
formed us that one of his competitors, a sturdy German, was 
cutting the price on our goods, earnestly requesting us to 
have it corrected at once. We immediately wrote the recal- 
titrant merchant, and his Teutonic blood was deeply aroused 
and his reply was as follows: “Gentlemen, I bot them 
schweepers, and d’are mine, unt I sell them at any brice ] 
blease, or gif dem away, or eat em; now what you say?” We 
replied, that however it might distress his alimentary canal, 
derange his digestive machinery, or test his fealty to Fletch 
erism, we could offer no valid objection to his eating the 
Sweepers, nor could we consistently object to his giving them 
away; but that when it came to selling them at cut prices, 
we did interpose most emphatic objection, and that we hoped 
to have his early assurance that our fixed retail prices would 
be strictly maintained. Not hearing from him for some lit- 
tle time, we wrote again, and here was his reply: “Gentle- 
men, You t’ink you can dictate to me; I tell you I gif away 
every one of dem damn schweepers;” and here the incident 
closed. 





TIME OPPORTUNE TO ADOPT MAINTENANCE POLICY. 

Mark the change of sentiment on price maintenance; 
today we are having the loyal support and co-operation of 
all the best jobbing and retail trade in this and foreign 
countries; and right here I want to say ti.at in my judgment 
there never was in the history of merchandising a more op- 
portune moment.to inaugurate a price maintenance policy, 
than the present. Price maintenance has been -adopted by 
sO many manufacturers during the past few years, and the 
principle has been so productive of good results, and has 
been approved so generally by the best jobbing and retail 
trade of the world, that I would strongly urge and recom- 
mend to any manufacturer who is producing an article of 
quality, protected by either patent or trade-mark, to lose no

time in adopting a policy of restricted prices as far as this 
is possible in the conduct of his business 

This is the most wonderful age of merchandising that 
the world has ever seen; never was competition as keen as it 
is today: never did the conduct of business demand a higher 
order of talent than today; and so it seems to me the policy 
of price maintenance should appeal to every manutacturer 
who can possibly adopt it, for its value to a business has 
been so many times demonstrated as to make it hardly debat 
able. Of course, it is a fact with which you are all entirely 
familiar that the ideal condition necessary to the successful 
carrying out of a price maintenance policy, is to have the 
article thus sold protected by patent or trade-mark. Person 
ally I am so thoroughly imbued with the benefits accruing 
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from a policy of uniform prices, and knowing as I do what 
a small percentage of jobbers or retailers are disposed to cut 
prices, if I were manufacturing an article not protected by 
patent, I would ‘still surround the sale of my commodity with 


a well defined scheme of restricted prices, appealing to the 
best business judgment of the jobbers and retailers of. the 


country to secure their co-operation in the maintenance. of 
my prices. I would supplement this with a campaign of ad- 
vertising that would create a demand for my product, and by 
constantly pointing out to the jobber, and retailer, the profits 
to be secured by co-operation, in the maintenance of my 
prices, I would count upon results that are not obtainable 
when an article is sold on a haphazard plan, with no well 
defined selling policy back of it. 


A carefully devised and rigidly enforced policy of price 


maintenance means lots of thought and hard work; but once 
it is properly launched, the work becomes comparatively 
easy, and the benefits accruing more than compensate for 
labor expended. 

NO RESORT TO COURTS. 


To demonstrate how thoroughly the trade now under- 
stands that the manufacturer of a patented article, has the 
legal right to fix the price on his commodity, we have never 
once been obliged to go into the courts in this country, to en- 
force the maintenance of our prices; and only a few cases 
have arisen where a dealer/even threatened to cut our prices, 
and take the matter to th®courts in defiance of our policy.

A few years ago one of the largest department stores in Buf- 
falo threatened to go into the courts in opposition to our 
policy, dnd spend $10,000 if necessary, to defeat us; but after 
they took time~to investigate with their attorneys they con- 
cluded it was best not to go into litigation, and today they 
are one of our best customers in Buffalo and are selling our 
goods at correct price. 


A DEPARTMENT STORE INSTANCE. 

Only recently one of the- largest department stores in 
Chicago threatened to cut our prices on our regular line of 
goods, if we would not agree to brand the goods specially 
for them, they to cut on the special brands. We discussed 
the question with them on the broadest lines we could com- 
mand, politely refusing to accede to their request, and giving 
them to understand that we would defend our policy of 
fixed prices to the last ditch; with the result that they receded 
from their position, and will continue to sell our goods and 
maintain our prices. 


MANUFACTURER HAS RIGHT TO FIX PRICE. 
There have been some notable decisions during the past 
few years sustaining the right of the manufacturer of a 
patented article, to fix the price on his commodity. 
We had occasion some time ago to proceed against an 


English merchant for cutting our prices, and the court 


granted us an injunction, and the decision of the English 
justice was most sweeping in the recognition it gave to the 
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right of the manufacturer of a patented. article, to fix t 
price on his commodity. Justice Wills of'the English Cou 
in summing up the case, stated as follows: “The sale of 
patented article carries with it the right to use it in a), 
way that the purchaser chooses to use it, unless he knows

as he likes; if he takes it, he must be bound by the condi- 
tions. This seems to be common sense and not depend on 
any patent law or any other particular law.”

restricted prices, have had numerous decisions in their 
favor. The two most notable decisions that I recall and 
which have occurred recently, sustaining the right of the 
manufacturer of a patented article, to fix his price, are those 
of The Victor Talking Machine Co. vs. The Fair, and the 
Dover Manufacturing Co. vs. The Fair. These cases were 
fought bitterly, and carried to the Supreme Court, decisions 
being rendered favorable to the manufacturers. 

In all the decisions that have thus far been rendered, 
the courts have made it perfectly clear that when the gov- 
ernment grants a patent it intends to do something: more 
for the patentee than to merely give him the exclusive right 
to make and vend his invention for a limited term of years.

only object that the government has in granting patents 
) stimulate invention for the general good, and there can 
no stimulus to invention unless the inventor is able to 
y some profit from his inveption. If he cannot fix the 
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price on his commodity, and if every jobber and dealer can 
cut the price, thus killing the demand for the article. it is 
evident that the patentee would be robbed of his profits, the 
very thing the government expects him to enjoy when his 
patent was granted. 


PRICE MAINTENANCE ON OTHER LINES. 


And now a word in regard to the effect of price main- 
tenance on other lines. Consider the commercial standing 
of such products as the Knox and Dunlap hats; consider the 
prestige of the E. & W. collar—through their et aoe 
tenance policy. A notable example of the virtue of this policy 
is shown in our own city through the present status of The 
Macey Co. A few years ago this business was established 
by Fred Macey, a young man of unusual ability, but who in 
his ambition gave more thought to building up a business 
rapidly than safeguarding it through a carefully devised sell- 
ing policy. Although Mr. Macey was a most skillful adver- 
tiser, and although he made most marvelous strides, within 
a short period, in building up a business, things did not go 
right, and finally, when Mr. Macey died, Mr. Wernicke, the 
so-called father of the sectional bookcase idea, was called to 
take the management of the business, and in his reorganiza- 
tion of this business, he put into effect price maintenance, 
and has rigidly adhered to this policy, with the result that 
while the business was in bad shape when he took hold of it, 
it is today in the healthiest kind of a condition, the preferred 
stock paying 6 per cent, and the common stock paying 10 
per cent. 


MANUFACTURERS SHOULD PRACTICE WHAT THEY PREACH. 


The policy of price maintenance to be fairly and honestly 
carried out, entails upon the manufacturer the same cbliga-

tions to strictly maintain prices, as it does upon the jobber or 
retailer. A salesman of ours would no more think of taking 
an order at a cut price, than of sending in his resignation. 
A manufacturer advocating price maintenance must practice 
what he preaches; he must keep faith with the jobbers, and 
never take an order, however tempting, at cut prices. This 
policy has won for us the confidence and co-operation of the 
best jobbing trade in this country, and I can say in all candor 
that the time is past when we ever hear of a jobber cutting 
our prices. Price cutting is a species of commercial de- 
bauchery that rests upon the relentless doctrine of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, upon the narrow, cold blooded principle 
that merchandising is a sort of commercial: warfare; that 
“all’s fair in war,” and “the devil take the hindmost.” Price 
cutting lowers the commercial standing of the manufacturer, 
jobber or retailer who practices it, destroys profits, breeds 
distrust, fosters prevarication, forfeits confidence, and finally, 
robs the consumer by debasing the quality of the commodi- 
ties upon which prices are cut, if not actually driving many 
of them from the market. 
MOTIVE OF PRICE CUTTING. BAD. 

When you analyze it, the motive of the price cutter is 
always bad. Did you ever happen to notice that he usually 
selects an article for cutting that is well known and well 
advertised. He knows that the general public are better 
acquainted with such an article, and he figures that by sell- 
ing such a well known article at a cut price it will give the 
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impression to the buying public that he is selling all other 
commodities at equally reduced prices. Whenever we run 
on to a commercial freebooter of this class, who attempts to 
cut the price on our product, we invariably give him the op- 
portunity of a limited number of rounds or a finish fight as 
he may prefer. 

In contradistinction to the blighting effect of price cut- 
ting, price maintenance is in harmony with the soundest 
principles in business today. The manufacturer, jobber or 
retailer conducting his business under a broad, equitable sys- 
tem gf uniform prices, commands confidence and respect, and 
establishes for a business that fine personality that we all 
prize so much in the individual. 

Although there is much more to be said in behalf of

price maintenance, I cannot further trespass upon your pa- 
tience; but I will say in closing that if any of you are suffi- 
ciently interested to know more about the details of our 
price maintenance system whereby we gain such perfect co- 
operation of the jobber and retailer, I shall be glad to discuss 
the matter with you personally while I am here.

An Illinois man has invented a lawn sprinkler which 
is extremely novel. This sprinkler is so designed that 
it waves about as though propelled by human agency 
and flings sprays of water far and wide on all sides. 
First, there is a standpipe, supplied by the regular 
garden hose, but adapted to be thrust into the ground 
at any point. Rising above the pipe is a section of 
rubber piping, spirally corrugated, at the top of which 
is a bell-shaped nozzle, pierced with a number of small 
holes to form the spray.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT DUDLEY. 


— ——— 


It has been the custom of The National Hardware Asso- 
ciation of the United States to require an annual address from 
its President at the opening session of each convention. Our 
association is generally looked upon as a working organization, 
and not an institution given to super-abundance of publicity 
and oratory. 

IMPROVEMENT IN BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 
While buSiness conditions since our last convention haven't 
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been in every sense satisfactory, there has been such a marked 
improvement in the past few months, that it is a matter of 
congratulation. This improvement has gathered strength and 
momentum until the business outlook to-day does not present 
a cloud on its horizon. The tillers of the soil who consti- 
tute the basis of prosperity in this country, are certainly en- 
joying a season of good fortune, peace and plenty? They are 
harvesting this year more than an average crop and are mar- 
keting it at prices far above those of previous years, thus 
making it exceedingly profitable. The large increase in ex- 
ports and imports of our country indicate a return of active 
business conditions. The time for retrenchment, restriction 
and limited efiort is behind us and we can look with confi- 
dence to the future. Renewed activity is now noticeable in 
every department of the hardware trade. 

Having passed through a period of financial depression 
lasting about eighteen months, we have many things for 
which we should be thankful, and not the least of these is, 
that we have an able and conservative man at the head of our 
National Government and no fears of any dangerous and 
menacing legislation. 

JORBERS’ ASSOCIATION A GREAT HELP. 

I believe our members give this association due credit for 
the helping hand which it has extended the trade during these 
troublesome times; the great advantages of being organized 
and in close touch with the manufacturers, have enabled us to 
quickly disseminate valuable information and conservative ad- 
vice, thus preventing demoralization in prices on many lines of 
goods. We do not believe the benefits of our.work in pre- 


venting a general demoralized condition was confined to our 
membership and the jobbing trade alone, but it extended to all 
branches of the business, embracing both manufacturers and 
retailers. 
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OBJECT OF THE ASSOCIATION. = : 
_ The object of the association, as set forth in its constitu- 
tion and by-laws, is to create more cordial relations between 


each other as jobbers, and between our members and the man-. 


ufacturers and our customers, the retail merchants of the 
country. We constantly have this foundation stone of our 
organization uppermost in mind. It is no part of our work to 
create friction or to get out of harmony with any of those 
who are the source of supply, or with those for whose benefit 
we assemble at great expense of time, talent and money, a 
variety of goods which shall best meet requirements. It has 
been our policy to be somewhat fearless in presenting requests 
to our manufacturing friends, but whatever has been done has 
had for its object, the bettering of trade conditions.

We consider the friendship, support and hearty co-operation 
of the manufacturers one of our most valuable assets. To-day 
we find The National Hardware Association commended by 
the manufacturers, popular with the retail merchants of the 
country and being loyally supported by upwards of 200 lead- 
ing jobbing houses of this country. 
TIME HAS BROUGHT CHANGES. 


Fifteen years ago, some manufacturers were not respect- 
ing either the jobber or the retail merchant. Ordinary con- 
sumers were, in many instances, being quoted extreme prices. 
‘ Through the educational influences of this association, trade is 
now running, to a greater degree than ever, through its nat- 
ural channels. -We do not hesitate to announce it as our policy 
to see that all branches of the trade are properly respected. 
We hold that the jobber is the natural distributor of the man- 
ufacturer and that the retail merchant should be protected in 
the enjoyment of the consuming trade. Our observation has 
led us to believe that the manufacturer who ignores the jobber 
will, in turn ignore the retailer. We have also demonstrated 
beyond any peradventure of a doubt, that goods can be placed 
in the hands of the consumer at a lower price where the man- 
ufacturer recognizes the proper avenues of distribution. 


QUESTIONS FOR DISCUSSION. 


Many questions are under discussion to-day which are of 
interest to the members of this association, and to all those 
engaged in the hardware business, and these should be given 
consideration during the deliberations of this convention. It 
is not the place of the President of the association to pass 
judgment on these questions, but I recommend that during the 
meeting, we freely discuss the effect of the formation of com- 
binations by manufacturers on the trade at large. We find 
that there is quite some difference of opinion as to whether a 
controlled or open market is preferable. 


THE RE-SALE PRICE QUESTION. 


_ I would also recommend that during the deliberations of 
this association, very serious consideration should be given to 
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the question of re-sale prices. This association, in the fiftee: 
years of its existence, has never madé a price agreement, anc 
in all probability, never will, but it may be that the manufac 
turers will realize that the solving of the question of the per 
petuation of their own names, will depend in a larg 
measure on the efforts w oon they put forth to make the sal. 
of such goods profitable to both jobber and retailer. In th: 
local jobbers’ associations of the country, we have allies: whos. 
splendid work we commend to our membership and whos. 
assistance can hardly be over-estimated.

SECRETARY FERNLEY’S REPORT. 


It is our pleasing duty at the close of the fifteenth year 
of our connection with this organization, to appear before you 
with a report of the accomplishments of the past year. We 
have endeavored to make each year’s work more beneficial to 
our members than its predecessor. To what extent we have 
succeeded must be left to the jury, composed of our two hun- 
dred and two members. 

REMINISCENCES. 

We are frequently asked, “What 1s ‘he National Hard- 
ware Association accomplishing?” ‘To answer properly, we 
are compelled to be reminiscent for a period of fifteen years. 

[In 1894, the wholesale hardware men of this country were 
unaqguainted with one another; competition was of an un- 
friendly character. In many cities the various jobbers were 
not on what is known as a “speaking acquaintance.” Reports 
of bad business ethics were accepted without any investigation. 
Manufacturers were ignoring the rights of their jobbing 
friends. The retail merchants of the country were feeling 
the competition of both manufacturers and iobbers. No con-

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ideration was being given the question of the expense of 


doing business. Catalogue houses were selling high grade 


‘anufacturer’s brands at prices which removed all possibility 
ta profit for jobber or retailer. Mail order houses were 
emoralizing prices and inducing ali kinds of dealers to enter 
ito competition with the hardware trade of the courtry. The 
alesmen of the respective jobbing houses of the country were 
‘using one another whenever opportunity offered. A portion 
_ their time being devoted to talking against competitors, 
len it might better have been employed in sromoting the 
le of goods. There was no uniformity of terms; some man- 
acturers selling on net terms, others were allowing 1%, 
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while of course the majority were allowing a discount of 2% 
for cash in 10 days. If anyone had spoken years ago of a 
convention of approximately one thousand men engaged in the 
manufacture and jobbing of hardware, as being a possibility of 
the future, it is quite likely that his friends would have called 
in a committee of brain specialists. 

CHANGES TIME HAS WROUGHT. 

To-day finds all these conditions vastly changed, Reports 
of unbusinesslike methods are promptly investigated and rem- 
edies applied. Manufacturers are consulting the interests of 
the jobbing trade in a manner which is quite satisfactory. 
The retail merchants are on friendly terms with both jobber 
and manufacturer. There is not an intelligent jobber to-day 
in the country that does not know the exact percentage of his

MAIL ORDER HOUSES. 
Mail order houses are not recognized by many manufac 
turers who are jealous of their reputation 


SALESMEN 

The traveling salesmen of the country to-day are on ex- 
tremely friendly terms with each other and words of com- 
mendation are now freely spoken to customers in place of the 
unkind criticism of the past. 

CASH DISCOUNT 

Manufacturers, or all good manufacturers, have conceded 
that the buyer was entitled to a premium of 2% for cash in 
10 days, and the jobbers have learned that the terms should 
be adhered to if the premium is to be expected. 

These and many other conditions have been brought about 
Time forbids the mentioning in this report of the great things 
accomplished by this association. 

NEW TERRITORY OPENED UP. 

Territory never thought accessible has been opened up, 
and it will be the pleasure of this convention to hear from 
the gentleman, who, on their behalf, has been pursuing the 
work of exploration, and in all probability you will be able 
to spare some of the four thousand traveling salesmen you 
collectively employ to follow the lines of trade _ recently 
opened up by our esteemed Dr. Frederick A. Cook. 

The details of the work of the year will not at this time 
be gone into. Full explanation of what we have done along 
each line of our work will be made in executive sessioins 
during the convention. 

PLEASANT RELATIONS. 

We are very much pleased to report that our relations 
as an association, with the manufacturers of the country, are 
of a very pleasing nature. 

It is conceded, that as an association, we are not under- 
taking any coercive measures. We realize that each man has 
a right to conduct his business in such manner as he may 
see fit. We realize in connection with the mail order house 
question, that it is the privilege of the manufacturer to permit 
his goods to be used as a foot ball by this class of operators 
if he so desires. We feel that it is his privilege to allow his 
goods to be sold at cost or less than cost 
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PROFITS. 

Of course the manufacturer will also realize that the job- 
bers of the country and the retail merchants of the country, 
and all other good merchants, prefer to handle goods which 
produce a profit. During the year we have sent to our mem- 
bers information concerning demoralized prices quoted on the 
product of quite a number of manufacturers. We have never 
stated that any given manufacturers were selling any par- 
ticular price cutter. We have simply stated that on a given 
page of 'a certain catalogue, prices on such a line of goods 
were made, and we have suggested that the members of this 
association attempt to buy goods so as to meet this com- 
petition, 

MANUFACTURERS’ OPINIONS DIFFER. 

Many manufacturers have thanked us for calling their 
attention to the matter, and have insisted on the quoting of 
proper prices. 

One or two have taken particular offence. They said 
some unkind things about the secretary-treasurer of the asso- 
ciation, have threatened to employ first class lawyers and 
obtain relief for injuries inflicted. Indeed, one manufacturer 
went so far as to apply to the United States Government and 
ask that The National Hardware Association be refused the 
right of using mails. 

METHODS UPHELD. 


Our method of work was fully explained to the Chief 
Inspector of the Postal Department, who stated that it was 
utterly absurd for anyone to make such an application, and 
that what we were doing was certainly not in conflict with 
the postal laws, and that he further thought the plan was a 
most excellent one. 

FEATURES INVOLVED. 

There are two features involved :— 

First :—Giving our members information concerning the 
character of competition they are compelled to meet. 

Second :—Suggesting to them the propriety of attempting 
to buy goods so as to meet such competition. 

During the fifteen years of active work, we have been 
very careful to closely conform to the letter and spirit of all 
laws, both National and State. We have had as a legal ad- 
visor Mr. John G. Johnson, Esq. of Philadelphia, who has a 
national reputation. 

LEGAL OPINION. 


From a written opinion on file in our office, we quote as 
follows: 

“The Secretary-Treasurer of The National Hardware As- 
sociation, from time to time, examines the catalogues of mail 
order houses, and, when he ascertains that the latter are quo- 
ting goods at low prices follows up such catalogue publica- 
tions by sending a list of the low prices therein quoted to 
the different members of the hardware association, stating in 
such letters substantially that certain mail order houses are 
offering such and such goods at such and such prices (low 
ones), and suggesting to the members of the association to 
whom he writes, the advisability of their communicating with 
the mantffacturers of these low quoted articles, stating the 
fact of the low quotation and demanding that such manufac- 
turers shall give prices to them sufficiently low to meet the 
competition. 

“The question put to me is whether the Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the hardware association subjects himself or his asso- 
ciation to any penalty by reason of this contract, the result 
being, in many cases, that the manufacturers either refuse to 
continue to sell at low prices theretofore given or refuse to 
deal altogether. 

“T am advised that there is nothing more done by the 
hardware association or its Secretary-Treasurer than what I 
have suggested, and that my statement of what is done rep- 
resents fully and entirely the situation. 

“Under these circumstances, | do not see in what respect 
the hardware association or its Secretary-Treasurer violates 
any law. 

“The wholeSalers are entirely at liberty to demand as low 
prices as can be obtained from manufacturers. Where the 
latter give lower prices to others, the wholesalers are at liberty 
to state the fact and to insist upon being treated in such man- 
ner as will enable them to compete. 

“The manufacturers are not compelled to accede to the 
demand, excepting to such extent as their respective self- 
interest may suggest. 

“The refusal of the manufacturer, after he had been ad- 
vised of the facts which have reached his correspondents 
through the secretary of the hardware association, to sell 
oods at former low prices, is a refusal resulting from. no 
illegal concert of action; but from a prompting to his own 
self interest. 

“He is obliged to choose whether he will alienate one set 
of customers or continue to favor another. The compulsion 
put upon him is the probable loss of custom of those who are 
alienated. They. have a right to refuse their custom, and he 
violates no law in retaining it. 

“I am not dealing with a case of boycott. No threat is 
made. The hardware association does not act directly. All 
it does is to advise its members of a fact which is important 
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for them to know, The communication of this fact, in m) 
opinion, is proper.” 
TO THE MEMBERS. 


During the year we have visited as many of our member: 
as possible in view of the large amount of office work de- 
manding attention. 

It is very pleasing on occasion of these visits to you, t 
know that’ pa were looking upon this organization as a de- 
partment of your business, and that you consider the secretary 
of the association as being in your confidential employ. We 
hope this condition will ever continue. 


CO-OPERATION WITH MANUFACTURERS. 

Among our manufacturing friends, the tendency to oper 
ate under pool arrangements has not been as intense as in 
some previous years. Whenever we have learnd of manu 
facturers getting together for their own benefit, we have en 
deavored to be present, urging upon them the importance o{ 
granting proper protection to the jobbing trade. 

RE-SALE PRICES. 

There is undoubtedly a growing tendency on the part of 
ae friends to protect the re-sale price on their 
goods. 

Upon investigating the complaints of the lack of interest 
shown in manufacturers’ brands, on the part of some jobbers, 
we have been led to believe that, through unrestrained com 
petition, profits have been so nearly eliminated that jobbers 
were compelled to place on the market lines of goods which 
they could control. We have known of instances where man 
ufacturers, who have put into force a re-sale price and insisted 
on the maintenance of it, have found a considerable increas« 
in the volume of the sale of their own brand goods. 

We think this is a question which will bear very clos« 
consideration on the part of all parties interested. 


OTHER ASSOCIATIONS. 

We have noted with a great deal of pleasure, the growth 
of trade association all over the country. 

The Southern Hardware Jobbers Association is in a very 
vigorous condition. The same can also be said of The Pacific 
Coast Hardware & Metal Association, The Missouri Valley 
Hardware Jobbers Association, Tite New York State Hard- 
ware Jobbers Association, The New England Iron And Hard- 
ware Association and others. 

RETAIL ASSOCIATIONS. 


It is very pleasing to note that the various state retail 
hardware associations are growing in numbers and influence 
It is also very pleasing to report that The National Retail 
Association is on most frienedly terms.of intercourse with us 


OUR MEMBERSHIP. 


We report about the same number of members as last 
year. One or two have been added and about the same num 
ber have retired from business. 

The work of the Secretary-Treasurer during the yea 
has been helped materially by the advice and instructions 
issued by the President of the association. 

Members of the Advisory Board and Executive Commit 
tee have been prompt at all times to perform their duties in 
connection with our work. Their valued advice and counsel 
has been of great advantage in the work and benefits accru 
ing from the assistance of these experienced and successful 
minds have been of great value. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to be able to say that 
in point of attendance this convention promises to be the 
most successful one we have ever held: 


After the reading of his report Secretary Fernley 
announced the receipt of two communications, from 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. and the Postal 
Telegraph Co., in which courtesies were extended to 
the delegates and guests, offering them the free use 
of the telegraph wires for the transmission of social! 
and personal messages to all parts of the United 
States during the convention period. The secretary 
also announced that a reduction of 20 per cent in the 
price of the roller chairs on the board walk would be 
given all those wearing the convention badge who 
wished to enjoy themselves in this manner. Refer- 
ence was also made to the testimonial banquet to be 
tendered Dr. Frederick A. Cook, discoverer of the 
North Pole, on Thursday evening at 7 o’clock, at 
which occasion a celebrated Quartette from Phila- 
delphia would entertain the guests.

President Garland’s address follows. 





REMARKS OF ROBERT GARLAND, PRESI- 
DENT AMERICAN HARDWARE MANU- 
FACTURERS’ ASS’N. 





Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen :— 


Representing the American Hardware Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, | am glad to join heartily in the welcome to those 
present at this Convention. We are meeting here under _par- 
ticularly pleasing auspices, and I feel sure that we will have 
a successful Convention in every respect. It is particularly 
gratifying to have so many ladies with us, but I am afraid that 
while here, they will imbibe and absorb so much of the talk 
about impending good times with the resultant profits, that 
their demands on the pocketbooks of their better halves when 
they have wended their way homeward will be much larger 
or more frequent than in the recent past. Well, we will all 
agree that they are entitled to all they can get. 


1907 anv 1909 CONTRASTED. 


Going back just two years ago when in this same house, 
and in this very room, we met and discussed one afternoon 
“The Future Outlook,” and contrasting that time and its 
future happenings with the present time and its bright future 
prospects, the différence is as between night and day, as be- 
tween shadow and sunshine; in fact, the times closely follow- 
ing our meeting here of two years ago this month can best 
be illustrated by the story of the Jew, who, when he applied 
for his naturalization papers, had to state his name, his birth- 
place, and his occupation. These are the questions and his 
replies:—Name? Isaac, Robinski; Born? Yes; Business? 
Rotten. 

While we were convening here in October, 1907, the dis- 
astrous news was received that one of the greatest industrial 
corporations of this country—in fact, of the world, had gone 
into the hands of a receiver, while banks and trust companies 
in different cities were closing their doors. The works of 
that great industrial corporation are today running full, with 
plenty of orders, aftd with bright prospects, and it has not 
only resumed the payment of dividends to its stockholders, 
but has, in addition, paid a dividend of 3% per cent on ac- 
count of its preferred cumulative dividends for the past two 
years, which amounted to 12% per cent. 


A GREAT REVIVAL IN BUSINESS. 


I read an account recently that our friends across the 
water—bankers and business men—were amazed at the strong, 
recuperative powers of the American business people, who 
could recover from a condition such as ours was in any period 
short of ten years. We not only had poor business and a 
scare in banking circles, but we were also confronted with 
Tariff Revision, something that in itself always unsettles; 
and, while the hard times lasted much longer than any of us 
could foresee, it is particularly pleasing to meet here again 
and know that the suspense is over, and that we are now 
unquestionably entering into a period of prosperity. The rail- 
roads have placed large orders for rails, the car building com- 
panies are full of orders, and this means additional equipment 
and supplies all along the line. All mills and factories in iron, 
steel, and hardware lines are practically running on the old 
time basis. 

Based upon demand entirely, prices are gradually yet 
slowly adjusting themselves. There is no indication of a 
boom, and it is hoped that there will be no such thing as a 
runaway market. 

TARIFF REVISION. 

_ While it is a blessed thing that we are through with Tariff 
agitation in a general sense, it must be remembered that we 
now have with us a “Tariff Board,” and we must hope that 
the activities of that Board will be directed in other channels 
than ours. From all accounts it would seem that its efforts 
will be for seme time along the lines of international prob- 
lems, doing its best to preserve and maintain Tariff peace, 
and prevent any further complications with foreign govern- 
ments, although it is possible that it will give some attention 
to the domestic schedule on woolens, the woolen manufac- 
turers having asked for some remedial legislation. Let us 
hope, therefore, that they will spend a few years of investi- 
gation along any lines outside of the metal schedule and its 
contents, We have already received some pretty hard knocks, 
an’ we will be satisfied to have an opportunity to attend 
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strictly to business for a number of years without hearing 
again that unsettling phrase “Tariff Revision.” 


CONSERVATISM FAVORED. 


__ And now that “Everything is lovely and the goose flies 
high,” let us be conservative. I believe we.are all satisfied 


. that business is good and is constantly getting better, and we 


will look for a good year for 1910, and will hope that it will 
be succeeded by other good years,—the more the better. 
We must not lose our heads, What we want is good business 
at fair prices, no boom, and no runaway market. 

In a time-like this, and with the future appearing bright 
before us, we should have an exceedingly successful Con- 
vention, each body meeting the other in a proper spirit of 
harmony and friendliness. I feel sure that every manufac- 
turer and jobber will continue the pleasant relationships 
already established, and will end with the hope that when 
we meet again in another year, we will be able to look back 
at the then past years and have reason to felicitate ourselves 
on its outcome. 


A discussion on “The Future—Is the Prosperity of 
Former Years Approaching?” was then indulged in, 
and optimistic talks made by President Garland and 
R. R. Williams. 

Adjournment was taken at 12.55 p. m.

Neither Mrs. Bennett. nor Mr. Sorensen 
were present, Mr. Sorensen having left on an early 
train that morning for Chicago but “Pop” replied in a 
humorous vein. Every man on the “Hardware Special” 
was a willing contributor to these gifts which went to 
show the measure of appreciation and esteem in which 
Mr. Bennett and Mr. Sorensen are held. The fact that 
Mrs. Bennett was remembered in such a substantial 
way came as a surprise to “Pop” who thought that the 
gift of the hat and cane was the limit of the apprecia- 
tion of the members of the convention party.

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MAKERS OF PAINTS IN ANNUAL CONVENTION. 





Strong resolutions, protesting against the willful 
waste of national resources, and urging Congress to 
adopt a comprehensive plan of education and legisla- 
tion to insure a more judicious preservation of timber 
and turpentine forests, were passed by the Nauonal 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association in annual con- 
vention at Philadelphia on October 13. The resolu- 
tions laid emphasis on the seeming unnecessary de- 
struction of forests, and to this extent placed the 
society on record as supporting Chief Forester Gif- 
ford Pinchot in his fight for conservation. 

The association also adopted resolutions advocating 
the improvement of inland waterways, to afford a 
natural medium of transportation. These further 
stated that the only preventive of absolute dictatorial 
control of freight rate lies in the fostering care of 
competitive railroad lines, and the association indorsed 
efforts of individuals and organizations working to- 
ward this end. 

Protest was made by the asosciation against the 
freight classification of white lead packages, and the 
Central Classification Committee was urged to adopt 
the same classification for steel paint packages as is 
now accorded to 100-pound steel packages. 

Efforts made in fourteen states during the last year 
to pass legislation requiring paint manufacturers to 
print formulas for their products on the labels, were 
characterized as dangerous invasions on private rights 
by G. B. Heckel, in his report for the Committee on 
Legislation. Increase of 24.5 per cent. in the cost of 
paints and similar products during the last ten years 
was reported by A. M. Parks for the Committee -on 
Allied Interests. 





F. E. MUZZY, VICE-PRESIDENT OF STANDARD 
ARMS CO., RETIRES. 


F. E. Muzzy, vice-president and genera! manager of 
the Standard Arms Co., Wilmington, Del., manufac- 
turers of “Standard” rifles, and one of the most widely 
and favorably known men in the trade, has resigned 
his position with the company because of ill health, 
and will go to the Kellogg Sanitarium at Battle Creek, 
Mich., for a year, where it is hoped that the change of 
climate and rest will prove beneficial to him. For 
some time past Mr. Muzzy has not been-enjoying ro- 
bust health, and this with the fact that he has of late 
been working assiduously placing on the market the 
Standard Arms Co.’s new line of rifles, has caused him 
to take a year’s rest from his labors. There are few 
men who are better known to and who are more pop- 
ular with the retail and wholesale hardware trade 
throughout the United States and Canada, as well as 
abroad, than Mr. Muzzy, and regret on account of 
his ill health will be universal. Mr. Muzzy’s resigna- 
tion goes into effect on November 1. It is understood 
that his successor has not yet been appointed. The 
Standard Arms Co. loses in Mr. Muzzy a man of 
sterling worth, and one whose executive ability it will 
not be easy to duplicate. It is to be hoped that his 
retirement from active business for a while will be 
conducive to his well being and that ere long he will 
be in possession of health and strength again.

TRADE OPINIONS ON “FAIRPLAY’S” 
GRIEVANCE. 





From a Pennsylvania Jobbing House. 

“We noticed in a recent issue of your paper a hardware 
merchant calling himself ‘Fairplay.’ ‘This article was read 
with great interest, as every hardware man knows what he 
states is correct, and we would further state that but a few 
weeks ago a contractor called at our store and selected a 
certain style of solid bronze metal goods. We named him a 
low price, and at the same time took our list to one of our 
competitors, who figured on the same, beat our price about 
20 per cent, but when we came to. examine the goods which 
he had furnished we discovered that he had been furnishing 
steel goods bronze plated. The price that we named was very 
low; the price the contractor paid was exorbitant. 

“We do not understand why a manufacturer should do a 
thing of that kind. We think it would be well if he tried to 
stay away from his good patron just as far as possible. 

“We certainly appreciate very much that THe AMERICAN 
ArTISAN has taken up this matter, and hope the different hard- 
ware people will continue to enter their complaints until the 
evil is remedied.” 


From R. W. Smith, President Bob Smith Hardware Com- 
pany, Ronceverte, W. Va. 


“Fairplay’s article furnishes food for a great deal of 
thought, and could be well argued from many points of view. 
In my opinion the manufacturer has a perfect right to reduce 
the quality at any time he desires cn whatever design he may 
select, provided, however, that he states in his catalogue or on 
his label from what material it is made. The only loss that 
might come to the dealer from such a change is from what 
he has in stock. 

“I would also consider it bad business policy to guar- 
antee against a change in patterns or quality, as the manu- 
facturer only controls that, and he will not give you that guar- 
antee, and no dealer should guarantee any further than the 
man who makes the designs does. 

“It is the public that demands the change of patterns and 
not the manufacturer, as it does not cost the public a cent to 
change its mind, but it does cost the manufacturer severai 
thousands to change his patterns. 

“It is also generally accepted by the public and it is true 
in too many cases, that where an article is a good seller and 
has had a reputation for high quality, and when its sale be- 
gins to decrease its quality is also reduced, as the manu- 
facturer can change the quality at a less cost than he can 
the design, for every time a pattern is changed it requires a 
great deal of money for dies, and by using the old dies and 
reducing the quality the manufacturer makes a saving. 

“I wish THe AMERICAN ARTISAN much success,”

“It would seem to us that the manufacturer who is guilty 
of the practice exactly as stated by ‘Fairplay’ is, to say the 
least, tactless or short-sighted, and lacks originality to a de- 
gree when he undertakes to imitate or counterfeit his own 
product and thus lends encouragement to the unbusinesslike 
and already too prevalent form of piracy, which robs the 
genuine article of its intrinsic value or merit. Such practice 
is bad enough when made use of by competitors, but is in- 
excusable when perpetrated by a manufacturer on his own 
wares." However, we have been in the hardware business 
many years and as yet have had very little experience such as 
related by ‘Fairplay,’ nor. should we consider it very seriously 
even though a similar case confronted us at any time, be- 
cause the stigma or joke is not on the dealer nor on the 
ustomer who purchased the original and genuine article, but 
on the imitator, while the possessor of the inferior article re- 
cives what he pays for only. 

“Surely no one would attempt to prohibit his neighbor 
rom wearing a ‘paste diamond’ to the club or entertainment, 
n the same occasion with him who wears a real ‘sparkler,’ 
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nor would it affect the wearer of the genuine stone, nor les- 
sen the brilliancy of the latter. 

“We believe, in fact, the manufacturer is the principal 
sufferer in such cases, and when proper attention is called to 
his error he will no doubt change his course and thus relieve 
those of us who have had an experience similar to that ‘of 
‘Fairplay.’ 

“Both manufacturer and dealer should at all times en- 
deavor to exercise good judgment in cases of difference. In 
some instances we find the manufacturer in error, and when 
his attention is called to it in a businesslike manner, if he is 
tactful, he will at once endeavor to correct it. On the other 
hand, the dealer not infrequently has an imaginary grievance 
or injury, which after careful discussion and investigation 
will vanish. Every honorable effort at harmony between the 
manufacturer, jobber and dealer is commendable, and should 
be encouraged, 

“Our commercial trials are naturally numerous and se- 
vere, and any and all application of sound judgment to our 
differences by any of the above interests will serve as a heal- 
ing balm to our sorest trials. 

“Brother ‘Fairplay,’ let me kindly ask, if you are not al- 
ready a member of your State Association, to join it. You 
can be a valuable member and help to thrash out all such 
questions to our advantage. That is what our organization 
is really for.”

“The manufacturer certainly should not reproduce the 
special designs without the consent ofithe party who paid 
for them in the original orders.” 





“CUI BONO ?” 





(This address was delivered by W. P. Bogardus, Mt. 
Vernon, Ohio, ex-president of the National Retail 
Hardware Association, at the annual convention of the 
Michigan Retail Hardware Association at Saginaw, 
Mich.) 

The business side of this question we can answer by 
pointing to the results that have been accomplished in the 
past fourteen years. We commenced the organization with 
the hope that we could find some remedy for the injury that 
was being done to our trade by the catalogue-house methods. 
At that time every jobber that could was furnishing these 
houses all they would buy. But, as they grew in size and 
volume of business, they left the jobber and went to the 
manufacturer, who, too, was glad to sell them, for many 
of. their orders were in excess of the orders that very 
mrany of the jobbers were able to give. Both jobber and 
manufacturer have seen the error of their methods, and I 
think are trying to bring trade back to the proper channels 
again. But we all know that bad habits are hard to over- 
come, especially when it means a loss of trade for the time 
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being. The immediate present appeals so strongly to us and 
the present dollar looks so much larger than the dollar of 
tomorrow or next week that it will only be by some Severe 
effort that we shall be able to get back into the old channels. 

The immediate inducement and the force that will cause 
both the jobber and manufacturer to sit up and think is the 
organization of twenty-seven different associations of hard- 
ware men, covering thirty-three states. That these organiza- 
tions are more than simply gatherings of men bent on pleas 
ure is evidenced from the discussions that take place and the 
papers that are read that discuss conditions and suggest 
remedies for some of the troubles that compass us. And one 
of the important results that has come from these discussions 
is the fact that but few of the reliable standard brands of 
goods are now listed and quoted in the gatalogues of the cata- 
logue housés, and that restricted prices are in many cases in- 
sisted on before catalogue houses can get goods that are at 
all desirable. 

One of the results of this care, on the part of the manu- 
facturers, in keeping their brands of goods out of the hands 
of the catalogue houses is that “special brands” are being

pushed by them—brands of goods that no one knows anything 
about, but which are lauded as superior to any other goods 
and guaranteed as perfect in all respects. The guarantee has 
but little value, for when a house will guarantee a paint to 
last ten years and that will not blister, peel, or rub off, a paint 
that on analysis shows the presence of twenty-five per cent 
ef water, that house has certainly reached the height of 
absurdity in guaranteeing. 

Now, if such a foolish guarantee is made on one line of 
goods, is there any reason to believe that other guarantees 
made by such a house would be any saner? And the ques- 
tion comes to us, Is such a system legitimate and such com- 
petition just or honorable? We have, to a certain degree, 
shorn the catalogue house of the terror it once inspired. And 
their competition we do not fear, provided the manufacturer 
will help us, by giving us, through the jobber, an equal chance 
to get the trade of the consumer. We find the sale of goods 
to be a very difficult proposition when the manufacturer regu- 
lates his prices on the quantity he sells a firm without regard 
to any other consideration. 

There is much being said against syndicate buying, espe- 
cially by retailers. And it is held that it is very bad business 
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for retailers to indulge in. [| am very much.interested in the 
concern the jobber has for the welfare of the retailer, and in 
his desire to keep the retailer in the straight and narrow way. 
But, I wonder if syndicate buying is not just as good for the 
retailer as for the jobber, if quantity is the only requisite for 
getting low prices. I am in hopes that the time will come 
when the manufacturer will realize that the sale made today 
will have an influence on the sale made tomorrow, next week 
and next year. The building up of our trade is never finished. 
Each day’s work bears some relation to the work of the store 
in making it a success or failure. So it is with the manufac- 
turer, The work of the day is not finished when he closes his 
office, but whatever has been done has its effect on the future. 
And if it is not done right, the work of the day will come 
back to plague him, Re 

The great objection, to me, in syndicate buying is that 
yuu lose your identity to a large extent when you let another, 
who has no special interest in your welfare, buy your goods 
The individuality of a store is its good will, and has a value 
as an asset in business. Some firms have resorted to special 
brands to secure for their stores an individuality, But, spe- 
cial brands, as usually indulged in, do not add much to the 
name of a store, but rather injure it. For if goods are bought 
in the open market, and price is the main consideration, ‘then 
the mere pasting of the label on the goods has but little value, 
especially when it is known that the parties using the label do 
not manufacture the goods. The label to have a value should 
tell the truth. If it said “made for and guaranteed by” it 
would advertise more effectively than to say “made by blank” 
when it was known that blank did not manufacture at all. 
Because of a mis-statement in regard to the making of the 
goods, have we a right :o conclude that there is a possibility 
that the firm will not hesitate to_make others? And, if such 
a possibility. exists, is not the basis of our confidence lost in 
that firm? 

I was in a large factory the other day, and as I passed 
along I noticed a number of boxes marked with the names of 
a number of jobbers. In talking with some of the men, | 
enquired what is the difference between the goods put up for 
the several jobbers and the goods that have the brand of the 
factory on them. There was a hesitancy in answering the 
question and to relieve the evident embarrassment [ said, 
“No answer is necessary, I have all I. want.” 


It is claimed that we can get more for special brands than 
we can get for standard brands. But when it is known, as it 
is by both retailer and consumer, that the special brands have 
no superiority over the standard brands, the effort to get a 
larger price for the special brands fails. There also comes to 
the mind of the consumer a suspicion that the special brands 
are gotten up to make the consumer pay more for the goods 
than they are really worth, and so the consumer loses confi 
dence in the merchant he is dealing with. 


While competition has a good deal to do with the making 
of prices, yet there are but few, and they are short-lived, who 
are willing to sell goods without a profit. The prices a mer- 
chant gets depends on the confidence the community where 
he lives has in him as a man, in his integrity, honesty and 
truthfulness, and his ability as a salesman. The same rule 
applies to the jobber. The fact that a merchant is selling 
manufacturers’ brands does not imply that he is selling “any 
old thing,” but it does imply that he is selling the best that 
that manufacturer can make. 


The relief from special brands must come from more 
individuality in the manufacturer and less combinations and 
trusts. The control of any line of goods by one or two great 
consolidations is not good for that line of goods, The claim 
that such consolidations make for greater economy in the 
manufacturing of the goods may be true, but experience 
shows that the consumer does not participate in these 
economies. And when he realizes that the combination does 
lessen costs and that he is getting no benefit, his mind 's 
embittered and he is ready to influence legislation that ‘: 
aimed at the combination but in very many instances rebound: 
against the consumer. The manufacturer that is selling h' 
goods to any and all that come, and permitting the quantit: 
to regulate the price, and who has no further interest in h 
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goods, a8 to where they go, or to whom they are sold, or 
of the prices being made on them, is standing in his own light, 
and will in the near future have “troubles of his own.” For, 
to sell to men who are known price cutters, and whose great 
aim is to undersell their competitors, is but to sow dragons’ 
teeth that will grow into troubles galore. 

There is a thing that we should all rejoice over and that 
is the tendency to organize, that we may get into closer touch 
with each other. The manufacturers and jobbers and retailers 
in their organized capacity have more consideration for each 
other, and are learning to measure and respect the strength 
of the other branches of the trade. I look forward to the 
time when there will be discussions on the floor of the 
national conventions by representatives of all three branches 
of the trade as there never has been. And I believe that 
this interchange of idea will accomplish much for the better- 
ment of the trade generally. To arrive at such a condition 
involves a more complete organization among retail dealers. 
There are some things we will have to face in the near future, 
and to face them successfully means more complete organiza- 
tion. I was impressed by a remark made to us while in 
Washington by a very prominent statesman in relation to 
Parcels. Post. He said “The fight is on. You need all the 
strength you can get. To succeed you must perfect your 
organizations.”

A NEW STEAM HEATING BOILER. 








Geo. P. Campbell, 740 Brandywine Ave., Schenec- 
dy, N. Y., has invented a steam heating boiler which 
has called the “Wonder.”” The advantage that this 
‘iler is said to have over other heating boilers is the 
‘ge water area or steaming surface, and the narrow 
| high fire-pot. The boiler is 5 feet across, giving 
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19% square feet of steaming surface. When boil- 
ing it evaporates 14 gallons per hour, and this can 
be greatly increased with a brisk fire, it is said. The 
advantage of a large water area with the gas flue 
directly under the major portion is that heat is taken 
from the gases and passed into steam that would oth- 
erwise pass out the smoke pipe. It is a well known 
fact that the cast iron stove (known as the joker) gets 
red hot first at point of contact. with the coal when 
anthracite or hard coal is used. Thus the benefits to 
be derived from a high and narrow fire-pot are that 
more of the coal touches the fire-pot walls than in a 
boiler with a large fire-pot, and’ that small fire can 
be built and maintained with less fuel, which is a sav- 
ing, for mild weather in fall and spring. With this 
heater it is claimed that a new fire can be built and 
the chill taken out of the house in mild weather with 
one hod of coal.

This method can be applied to any design. bracket. 
In this case we first draw the rake line as shown; at 
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these points down until they intersect corresponding 
lines and we have the pattern of side bracket. Fo: 
pattern of sinkage take the points 37, 47, 5, etc., an 
place same on corresponding lines in pattern of sid: 
as shown, giving the pattern for sinkage for patter: 
“K”; take stretchout 2 to Jo in normal profile and 
place parallel to elevation; from corresponding point: 
of intersection in elevation drop lines intersecting cor 
responding lines in stretchout, thus, pattern “K.” 

Pattern for backing or face: Take stretchout in 
normal profile I-1+-4-#-4%-x-x-x, etc., and place same 
parallel to elevation; from corresponding points of in- 
tersection in elevation, drop lines intersecting corre- 
sponding lines, thus giving pattern for face. 

Front of cap: Take the stretchout of cap; mould in 
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right angles to line place the normal profile or regu- 
lar design of bracket; divide the normal profile into 
any number of parts as shown by 1, 2, etc. From these 
points draw lines parallel to rake line; now draw the 
face of bracket, O M X P. At right angles to sides 
of bracket, place the points in normal profile S, S as 
shown; from these points draw lines up until they 


intersect the aforesaid parallel lines from normal 
profile giving the true profile of top and bottom sides 
of cap, as shown by M, M and O, O. Now where par- 
allel lines from normal profile intersect side of bracket, 
at M, P, draw lines as shown; above these lines place 
the points F, F from normal’ profile as shown, carry 

















normal profile V-V and place with parallel lines above 
elevation; carry points in elevation up until they in 
tersect corresponding lines; thus the pattern for front 
of cap.

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caught fire and was destroyed. Again the tin roofs 
and the fire-walls on either side saved the adjoining 
buildings. The building on the right was attacked by 
fire on three sides but received only slight damage. 
Fig. 3 shows the sheet metal roofing which covered 
the building of the Norfolk Veneer Company, at Nor- 
folk, Va., protecting the machinery below after the 
building had collapsed in a fire. As a result of the 
metal roof there was considerable amount of salvage of 
machinery from the fire. 
In Fig. 4 is shown another view of the expanse of

Fig. 6 shows on the left the ruins of a large club 
house and on the right a grand stand on the grounds 
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of the Philadelphia Cricket Club. The club house was 
destroyed by fire, and though sparks and embers 
rained upon the tin roof of the grand stand, the fire 
was kept from spreading beyond the end of the stand. 

The Stockton Bath Houses, Cape May, N. J., shown 
in Fig. 7, were roofed with tin twenty-eight years ago.

The fact that the roofs on these buildings so close to 
the sea are in good condition today would tend to ren- 
der as untenable the theory that tin roofs do not per- 
form good service near the sea coast. The roofs are 
painted every three or four years and no sign of failure 
of the tin has been seen.

Hardware business continues to be fairly good.

The pig iron market is rather quiet, especially as 
regards the foundry grades, as most of the foundry- 
men have supplied their most pressing needs, and the 
recent advances in prices leads them to keep out of 
the market for the moment. It is probable, also, that 
considerable iron has been placed lately and that most 
of the consumers are pretty well supplied for the re- 
mainder of the year. The higher prices now prevail- 
ing have led to renewed talk of importations of for- 
eign iron, and it is said that several cargoes have been 
contracted for. 

No. 3 Middlesboro iron is being freely offered at a 
price that means $17.35@17.55 ton ex-ship Philadel- 
phia, duty paid. At least one cargo has been shipped, 
which goes to a New England founder. The pipe 
works are the principal buyers of this cheap grade of 
iron, but some other makers of heavy castings can use 
it, though they prefer the domestic iron when avail- 
able. The reduction in the duty on pig iron will let 
the foreign article come in at a lower level than in 
previous years, and thus give -the domestic buyer 
relief. 

The production of pig iron is now going on at rec- 
ord-breaking figures. For September the production 
Was 2,385,206 tons, against 2,248,930 tons in August, 
with one more working day. The industry entered 
October with active plants having a weekly capacity 
of 564,885 tons, or at the rate of nearly 30,750,000 
tons per annum, which contrasts with the record pro- 
‘uction of 25,781,361 tons in 1907. 

Prices are firmly held on foundry iron ; in fact, there 
as been some strengthening of the market during the 

st week. In the Alabama field $15 ton, f. 0. b. Bir- 

ngham, seems to be established as the minimum

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Large purchases of Bessemer iron have practically 
cleaned up the Bessemer market for prompt delivery and the 
situation is stronger. Sales in all districts are keeping up 
well and, with the increased production being taken care of 
without a hitch, the general situation is even better than 
heretofore. Consumers of the lower grades are having diffi- 
culty in getting the tonnage wanted and have been continu 
ously picking up odd lots as offered. 

“Specialties are in good demand, ferro-manganese and 
ferro-silicon both going well and inquiry active for the first 
quarter and first half of next year. 

“In finished products the lighter materials are most active, 
with a very strong condition prevailing throughout the 
entire industry. 

“New furnaces continue to blow in but the greater de 
mands made by consumers are taking care of the product in 
good shape, with consumption on the increase. 

“Coke continues strong, with the labor situation very 
unsatisfactory. The outlook is bad for improvement in this 
particular. In spite of this, production has slightly increased 
but not as much as is really necessary or as manufacturers 
would like to have. Coke is the key-note of the situation 
and will make a great difference in manufacture and melt of 
pig iron unless the production can be improved and some of 
the regular winter drawbacks discounted.” 

Mathew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re 
port: 

There has not been the slightest slackening in inquiry this 
week. On the contrary there has been more buying and 
more demand than before—this too in spite of a great deal 
of published matter to the effect that the pace in the iron 
trade is very rapid and that it cannot keep up forever. No 
one expects it to keep up forever. But it is to be remembered 
that pig iron prices did not start at the bottom—they started 
at a point considerably below the bottom, for the prices that 
prevailed early in the year meant in many cases heavy loss 
and in no case was there a profit in them. And today’s prices 
do not mean that the general average of the year will be 
anything of which to brag. Today's prices are satisfactory of 
course but they are not phenomenal nor do they represent 
more than a fair manufacturing profit. The remarkable thing 
is not the prices but the quick recuperation of the trade 

The greatest feature in the market is the tremendous 
demand for Basic and Bessemer irons. There is more of 
these irons wanted than can be supplied. In foundry iron 
this week there has been a large tonnage sold for next year, 
the sales for the balance of this year being of comparatively 
small volume. In the East the market has had something of 
a jolt because of the actual purchase by the largest consumer 
of foundry iron in America of a cargo of English pig. This 
is to be used at tidewater. The price paid was just about 
the price asked for domestic iron. With all the ability of 
this country to produce iron it is almost criminal to permit 
foreign iron tc comé here, and apparently this will not soon 
happen again for the Eastern furnaces will not tamely submit 
to foreign invasion
